Plain trigonometry is the art of determining the 
lines and angles of fach triangles whofe fides are 
campofed of ‘itraight lines, fuch as may be drawn on 
an exa plane; and the fum of three angles of any 
plain triangle are always equal to two right angles : 
but this rule will net hold with refpect ro /pberical 
triangles, for the fum of three angles of any {pherical 
triangle ate greater than two right angles, “And in 


order te make a‘calculation by trigonometry (whether 


plain or fpherical) there muft be a triangle formed, 
os imagined to be formed, thit thall comprehend the 
things given and required. Now it ie evident chat if 
we admit a line to be drawn as by the abovemention- 
ed queflion, meafuring on the curvature of rhe earth’s 
furfuce (which mutt neceffarily be underftood) fuch 
line would be the arch of a great circle. And if a 
aiangle be formed on fuch line by two lines meafar- 
ing hkewife on the furface of the earth, fech triangle 
vould not be a plain, but a fpherical one; whofe 
fides would be compofed of circular arches, ot glob- 
ular lines fuch for inftance as are the lines on the 
cerreftrial globe: confequently the determining of any 
required part of fuch triangle muft be foreign to the 
bufinefs of plain trigonometry. 

If aline be taken duecaft in any latitude, and pute 
fucd in one flraight direction, fuch line mu neceflati- 
ly cut the equator when it cncompafles one quarter 
of the earth, making an angle with the equator e- 
qual to the latitude of the place where fuch line was 
firk taken, But [cannot at prefent fee howa calcu- 
lation by plain trigonometry, could afcertain the lati-
